THE ISSUE IS JOINED. 


The demands of the railroad 
brotherhoods, with the backing 
of at least the secretary of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
that Congress take over the rail­ 
roads to bo operated on a three- 
cornered scheme, constitutes a 
challenge that cannot 
bo side­ 
stepped. 
For the first time in 
American history a special inter­ 
est has been bold enough to issue 
marching orders to the Presi­ 
dent and the American Congress. 
There can be no doubt as to the 
meaning of this edict. 
The gov­ 
ernment, legislative, executive 
and judicial, is to be handed over 
to a set rn irresponsible so-called 
leaders of union labor 
or 
the 
country is to be visited with a 
general tie-up of its transporta­ 
tion system. 
The consequences of a general 
railroad strike are too serious to 
be* invited lightly, 
but, 
of the 
two, resistance to the demands is 
the only honorable course. 
To 
have legislation dictated by un­ 
ion labor is intolerable and the 
boon of free government in this 
country, won at such tremedous 
sacrifice 
of 
blood and money, 
will not be surrendered without 
a struggle. 
We say this not be­ 
cause the demands are made by 
certain 
labor 
leaders, but be­ 
cause a free people cannot take 
orders from any special interest, 
whether it be labor or capital. 
The 
railroad 
brotherhoods 
have long pursued an arrogant 
course iii their dealings with the 
Government and their employ­ 
ers. They have repeatedly refus­ 
ed to arbitrate, and the accession 
to their demands in the past has 
only increased their arrogance. 
At the 
beginning 
of the war, 
when a general strike meant dis­ 
aster to the cause against tier- 
many, the Government yielded. 
Now the threat of strike is re­ 
newed at the most critical period 
of reconstruction, just as 
the 
former demands were made at 
the most critical time of our war 
activities. 
Then their demands 
involved 
nothing 
more 
than 
workiifg hours and wages. 
Now 
they seek to 
dictate 
not only 
working conditions, but the pol­ 
icy of the Government. 
Nobody denies the right of la- 
bo* to organise and the strike is 
a right recognized by law and no 
reasonable person would seek to 
deny either of these rights. What 
reasonable, fair-minded men va ‘.ll 
deny, is that either can be in­ 
voked 
to 
force 
legislation 
brough Congress. We see man­ 
ifested in the present crisis the 
same tendencies which brought 
Russia to her present plight. 
- Sober-minded Americans must 
how assert themselves or Ameri­ 
can liberty will be only a mem­ 
ory. 


GET HIGHT AT HOME. 


* 
Profiteering is an ugly term, 
and of all undesirable citizens he 
is perhaps among the first. 
It 
would be well to recognize, too, 
that profiteering is not confined 
to the millionaire manufacturers,! 
the meat packers, and the rail- 
. roads. The temptation to profit 
by the necessity of the situation 
has 
been too strong, in many 
cases, to be resisted. 
Wiih some of 
the 
railroad 
workers 
demanding 
a 
firing 
squad for profiteers, 
and 
the 
people wrought, to feverish un­ 
certainty by threats of the rail­ 
road brotherhods to tie up t he 


nation if conditions 
are 
not' 
ameliorated, it behooves the in­ 
dividual citizen to take stock. 
There are landlords ■who p iol- 
iteer on their rents 
and land­ 
ladies who profiteer on their 
rooms, just as there are packers 
who profiteer on their meat. 
It 
is doubtless true that some Ver­ 
non merchants have not resisted 
the temptation to profiteer any 
more than have the m anufactur­ 
ers of shoes and food products. 
Every man or woman worthy 
the name must quit profiteering. 
The average 
individual 
has at 
pretty 
fair idea ot what is a 
reasonable profit. 
Along with 
the general campaign against the 
big profiteer, let’s get right in | 
little things. 


The practice of thrift is one 
suggestion made for meeting the 
high cost 
living that will un­ 
doubtedly help materially. That 
is the contribution of Secretary 
Redfield of the Department 
of 
Commerce and Labor to the solu­ 
tion of the problem. A dollar is 
cheap now, perhaps cheaper than 
it 
ever 
was before. 
It is un­ 
doubtedly true, however, that a 
dollar can be made to purchase a 
great deal more of life’s necessi­ 
ties and comforts than the aver­ 
age individual gets for his dollar. 
Thrift requires thought, plan­ 
ning. and constant eft ort.
